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DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed on June 23, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Effective July 30, 2003, 37 CFR 1.121(c)(1) through (c)(5) have been revised to require a 
total rewriting of a claim each time the claim is amended, including markings to show the 
changes being made relative to the immediate prior version of the claim except when the claim is 
being canceled. Section 1.12 1(c) also requires submitting a complete listing of all claims ever 
presented, including the text of all pending and withdrawn claims, and the status of each and 
every claim in every amendment document that includes an amendment to the claims* The 
status of each claim included in the claim listins must be described by one of the followins 
seven defined identifiers in parentheses after the claim number: 

(Original): Claim filed with the application 

(Currently amended): Claim being amended in the current amendment document. 

(Canceled): Claim deleted firom the application. 

(Withdrawn): Claim still in the application, but in a non-elected status. 

(Previously presented): Claim added or amended in an earlier amendment document. 

(New): Claim being added in the current amendment document. 

(Not entered): Claim presented in a previous amendment document but which has either 

not been entered or the status of entry is unknown to applicant when a subsequent 

amendment to the claims is filed.
